MI!. CURRY ON FLOOD CONTROL. 


Representative Charles F. Curry, in a hearing on 


proposed legislation at Sacramento, confirmed the 
warning given several days ago by TUB TRIBUNE 
that the dissolution of the San Joaquin drainage 
district would seriously endanger the great flood 
control project to which the federal government 
has just become an active partner through the ap- 
propriation of ?5,GOO,000. Senator Chandler ,and a 
half dozen other members of the legislature have 
introduced bills aimed to dangerously weaken or 
totally destroy the scheme for controlling the flood 
waters of the Sacramento and San Joaquiu rivers, 
which has engaged the serious attention of the 
State and of Congress during the last twenty years. 
Discussing these assaults, Mr. C-.a'ry said: 


''The dissolution of the drainage district would 


not only prevent any reclamation work by the laud- 
owners, but would absolutely defeat what is known 
as the major project,.namely, the uncorking of the 
Sacramento river through dredging, the qonstruc- 
tipn of four overflow weirs to catch the flood wa- 
ters and the construction of the great by-pass sys- 
tem'which the United States army engineers have 
planned to carry off the flood waters into Suisun 
bay." 


As THE 'TRIBUNE has previously stated, Califor- 


nia'cannot afford to see this great project placed-in 
Jeopardy, because of the public benefit" its com- 
pletion would bring to nil the northern half of the 
State. Much less can the present legislature afford 
to bi-eak.thc word and the faith of California with 
the federal government because a few large land- 
owners have sharply planned to evade payment of 
a just-'and reasonable assessment on their vast 
ranch acreage.

workmen. No injuries resulted and nom- 
inal damage was confined entirely to a 
"mixer" structure 'of loosely joined'wood 
ind corrugated iron.

Faulty Explosives Save Many 


Vessels, Witness Declares in 
Trial 
of 
Alleged 
Plotters 


NEW rORK, March 23.—Only faulty 


construction' of bombs manufactured, by 
Captain Obarlea von Klolst to bo placed 
oh allied food ships saved hundreds ot 
vessel slrom destruction, Detective Barth 
testified today In the trial of six alleged 
bomb plotters. The-bombs, he said, were 
taken aboard many vessels, but they 
ware not properly made and failed to 
explode. 
Hundreds of bombs, Barth said, were 


found In the holds of vessels after they 
reached Franco. 
The State Department 


•was notified. Barth said he had been 
assigned to toe case in January, 1915, 
and had worked continuously to get evi- 
dence for a. year and n. half. 
Barth, who has traced down numerous 
German Intrigues, was not shaken, by 
the cross-examination from the prison- 
er's six lawyers.

The State Railroad Commission's 


Investigation Into cast bay water rate* 
settled down into technicalities this 
morning, when tho question of esti- 
mated depreciation of. the East Bay 
Water Company's structures came up 
during the continued examination of 
(he corporation's chief engineer, G. H. 
Wlihelm. 


The point at issue Is regarded by 


both sides of the controversy as one 
of the important matters which will 
be ultimately decided by the commis- 
sion's final findings, involves the prop- 
er method to be used in determining 
depreciation. 
It deals with the es- 


sential and equable differences be- 
tween the "straight line" and "curved 
lino or sinking fund" methods of fig- 
uring depreciation, and has been a 
bone of contention in public utility 
matters 
between 
corporations 
and 


communities for many years. 


AN'NUAIj DKPBJECIATIOX. 


Wilhelm in his 
nmtlmony stated 


that in 1914 he estimated the annual 
depreciation on tho company's prop- 
erties at $240,000, while at the pres- 
ent time he placed it at $186,674, 
figured on January, 1915.. This dif- 
ference he explained on the basis of 
the methods used, the first figure be- 
ing the result of the straight line 
method by which the expected life of 
the structures was made a function 
of the depreciation, while the second 
figures comprehended the establish- 
ment of a sinking fund, annuity which 
from 
year to year 
gradually ap- 


proaches the'cost of reproduction. 


"The original rate fixing policies of 
city councils of the bay district have 
.followed the 
replacement 
method," 


Chief Counsel Creed of the water com- 
pany explained. "In two years, $21,- 
000 only was allowed in one instance 
for depreciation. The adoption of tho 
straight line method by which tho ex- 
pected life ot the structure was in- 
cluded resulted and does result in tre- 
mendous loss to the water company. 
The Peoples Water Company quickly 
recognized .that'the problem was.to 
let the past take care of itself and 
the curved line method-was the re- 
sult." 
. 
. . , ' • • 


Continuing his' explanation,- Creed 
declared that there was no ultimate 
difference , between the two methods 
of computing the depreciation, which 
has a direct connection with the final 
establishment of the rate in the east 
bay district, provided the method was 
started at the beginning- and carried 
through with the same set of rate 
payers. 
• 
- 


"We contend, however,' 'he said, "that 
applied to this water company. It is un- 
duly oppressive at the early portion• ot 
the life of the structures and unduly 
generous at the end. 
We have found 
that- there Is no method except 
the 
curved-line method 'which plots the ap- 
proximate depreciation which is not un- 
just and unfair." 


EVASION, SAYS PARTRIDGE.' 
Attorney John 
S. 
Partridge, 
chief 
counsel for the city of Oakland, took 
Issue with Creed on the application and 
purpose of Uje two methods employed. 
Partridge characterized the curved-line 
method as- an evasion of conditions by 
the.-water interests. . 
"This 
curved-line 
or 
sinking-fund 
method Is. clearly a device to escape the 
mistakes of a past," he said. "1 will ad- 
mit that It would make no difference, as- 
suming thb existence of a new system 
and the same rate payers. But that-Is a 
condition which does not exJst, and rate- 
fixing bodies must be continually called 
upon to fix tho value of structures and 
the amount of depreciation." 
"The straight-line method cannot pos- 
sibly tell the' truth," Creed interjected. 
"The curved-line method, by which the 
annuity is set aside for depreciation, is 
practically 
the :same rmethod of "the 
American Society of Civil Engineers? by 
the setting aside, a sinking- fund annuity 
which gradually approaches the cost of 
reproduction." 


N E G L I G I B L E FACTOR. 
: 
Outlining the 'various causes of de- 
preciation, Wilhelm declared that elec- 
trolysis of pipe lines was a negligible 
factor In Oakland and vicinity, owing to 
th-e fact that the traction Interests had 
co-operated wherever Indication^" of de- 
composition had been found by providing 
direct paths for return stray currents In 
place.ofjwater pipes sought by the cur- 
rents themselves. 
In the case of:. the 
Orange-street dam, the pipes were eaten 
away by electrolysis in three or four 
days, before the water could be turned 
In to the reservoir, the witness said. 
The 
Twenty-fourth-avenue 
pumping 
plant, Wilhelm said, was nearly in as 
good condition today as when built sev- 
eral years ago, the depreciation being 
negligible. 
In reproducing he declared 
he would duplicate the plant without im- 
provement, as there was no more mod- 
ern plant in existence. The Richmond 
pumping plant would become useless on 
account of obaolcscence in about 
ten 
years, and the University-avenue plant in 
six years from the same cause. Ire tes- 
tified. 
In an effort to obtain a commission 
ruling upon tho future methods to be em- 
ployed In determining depreciation of the 
holdings of public utilities, -expert wit- 
nesses will be placed on the stand by the 
water company to exploit the straight- 
line and curved-line method of estimates. 
It Is believed that the opinion on this 
point, which is one of the most important 
of the hearing, will occupy a considerable 
portion of the commission's findings. 
DEPOSITS MUTUAL. 
That Oakland and sister communities 
have had the natural water deposits 
pumped out from under their feet for 
the past live years "by the Peoples Water 
Company and precedent organizations, so 
that practically tho entire water plane of 
the east bay district has been materially 
lowered, wus the declaration ot Wilhelm 
in his testimony yesterday afternoon. 
The testimony was given during the 
hearing which is being conducted into 
east bay water rates. It was In line with 
the water company's effort to establish 
a prescriptive right to water 
supply 
sources capable of delivering 12',000,00 gal- 
lons a day and estimated at th« customary 
water engineer's valuation of $100,000 
per million gallons a day. The point if 
mndo, will put an end to controversies 
which have existed for some time on this 
.side of the bay and which in some in- 
stances have culminated in court action 
against the water company. 
Under thc prescription method of ac- 
quiring holdings, five years' continuous 
use will determine 
ownership, 
through 
adverse possession. 
It Is the contention 


of the water company that it has been 
using thla land for the po><t five years 
"openly and notoriously and to the "injury 
of 
otlier 
owners." 
It also admitted 
through its engineer, 
Wilholm, 
that It 
lins continued this practice for the nast 
five yen.ru In the face of nil mannor of 
protesU and oven court action, on thc 
part of water users whose well supplies 
were being lowered BS a result of the 
talflc drain. 


Kfforts will lin made to break clown this 
claim by Oakland. Berkeley 
and Rich- 
mond, according to attorneys for those 
cities and to show that periods existed 
during, which the adverse possession claim 
was permitted to lapse thus vitiating the 
company's claims to existing prescriptive 
rights. Charges were made by Attorney 
B. T5. Mane Green, spcolal counsel for tho 
city of Berkeley, that deeds covering 
riparian rights on Temescal creek, had riot 
been placed on record 
at 
the 
county 
clerk's office and failed to show In at 
least six xcnrrh.es of title. 


NOT ON RECORD. 
"I oan assure you that the deeds are on 
record," 
said 
President 
Wlgglngton 
Lro.ed of the water company. 
"They do not show," declared Green. 
"I would like to see them." 
Wilhelm testified that riparian rights 
wero claimed on lfio.000 feet-on both sldeu 
of San Leandro creek; 42,100 feet on both 
sides of Tomescal creek; ,19,300 feet on 
both 8lde« of San Pablo creek; 127,000 
feet projected above Snn 
Pablr> 
Oam •

the 8,000000 
gallons a day output from 27 wells in tho
